Markets Reach Comparative Stability; Bean Prices 
Strengthen; New Financing. 


That wholesale markets have at' 
last reached a point of comparative 
stability is indicated in nearly all 
the reports reaching here from the 


‘large eastern centers, The chief 


impediment to renewed large scale 
buying on the part of retailers 
and wholesalers has deen the 
uncertaint7 as to the future price 
trend. The relative stability of 
pricés during the past four months 
already done much to eradicate 

t uncertainty. — 
With the larger employment of 


labor which is sure to occur in the 
spring, with the more intensive 
selling efforts which are being 
put forth by manufacturing and 
distributing organizations, with 
easier credit conditions and with 
the gradual depletion of goods on 
hand price uncertainty should 
gradually disappear as a restrain- 
ing factor in business, thereby 
bringing about the restoration of 
confidence and of large-scale buy- 
ing, both of which have been 
conspicuously t these many 
mont 

As buying gradually departs from 
Its conservative character of the 
past eighteen months the fact 
will be brought to light that the 
heavy accumulated stocks that 
have giutted the markets in the 
past have been gradually con- 
sumed, due to the policy of re- 
stricted outputs adopted by the 
large manufacturers.
